RECENTLY IN NEW YORK at the advance fashion 
showings we saw the most amazing array of hats these 
eyes have ever viewed.

New? I had seen it or its twin fifty years ago, sitting 
on the carefully waved hair of Mrs. D. A. Jones at the 
big spring Millinery Opening in my father’s general store 
in Beeton, Ont. Looking at that hat and the ostrich 
plumes I felt as if I had been transported back to that 
country store with its great miscellany of shoes and 
dresses, ribbons and hardware, tea and cheese that never 
failed to delight all seven of us children. 

But it was the millinery department that really 
entranced us because there lay the romance of our small 
village with its Millinery Openings spring and fall. 

The dates of the millinery openings were as immu- 
table as the seasons themselves. Nowadays when spring 
hats come into their full flood while February snows are 
flying and fall hats are worn late in August this sort 
of timing seems almost impossible. But in Beeton then 
spring hats were worn Easter Sunday and not one day 
before. Fall hats got their first showing on the day the 
Beeton Fall Fair opened during the first week in October. 
But before both those dates came weeks of frenzied 


preparation, for hats in those days were not casual nor 
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with velvet and veiling as Mother and the milliner

production. 

The milliner! With her lay the success of the 
millinery openings. When the Robert Scott store first 
opened its millinery department my father used to go 
to Toronto to select the milliner himself. Just as models 
are auditioned now, so the old-time milliner was audi 
tioned in the Toronto wholesale millinery houses. But 
it wasn't long before Mother realized that our dad 


devoted as he was to my mother, still was bowled over 


with a young good looking and attractive milliner In 
most cases the milliner my father chose was more 
personable than sales-eminded. And she loaded him up 


with more wire. buckram. velvet. feathers. flowers and 
veiling than any small village could dispose of. So 
eventually it was our shrewd, smart and kindly mother 
who voyaged down to Toronto. forty-eight miles away. 
selected the milliner, the merchandise and all the para- 
phernalia that went with the making of hats. 

And what a journey it was. All the store staff lived 
with our family and with the household help (hired girls 
we called them in those days although they were really 
neighbors’ daughters and part of the family) added up 
to a total of twenty-three to twenty-five of us. Mother 
stocked the house before she went as if we were being left 
on a shipwrecked island. Pies, layer cakes, cold meat, 
homemade bread, everything was laid down ahead in the 
pantry. 

At that time our nearest railway station was Bradford, 


twelve miles away. Mother packed her bag carefully, 
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Father drove her to Bradford. and from there she took 
the train to Toronto. She was away three long days 
ind to us children the time seemed endless. But finally 
she arrived home again with an armful of parcels, a 
thousand tales about the magic city and a gleam in the eve 
which meant she had snared a really good milliner 

kor weeks on end parcels came into the store—-hats 
in those days were built from the foundation up. If we 
were very good we were permitted just one look into 
the boxes. Velvet and plumes of every color! They 
entranced us The rolls of wire. wire snippers ind the 
buckram weren't very exciting but they too were part of 
the whole picture 

Then the whole tempo began to step up, for around 
the first of March the milliner arrived. That was a social 
oceasion in our village. With her she brought what a 
Hollywood star brings today glamour. She had smartly 
dressed hair, a voluptuous figure, strange and exotis 
perfumes. One bedroom in our big rambling house was 
set aside for the milliner and we used to sidle past if just 
to get a glimpse of how beauty queens live. 

Now the pressure was on. It needed, as well as the 
milliner, two or three apprentices to turn out the two 
or three hundred hats needed for the millinery opening. 
They were local girls who lived at home. came in at 
eight o clock in the morning. worked all day making wire 
frames, cutting buckram and binding on velvet.

HOW TO WASH 


RAYON AND ACETATE

A RECENT Chatelaine survey revealed 
that rayon and acetate cause some of 
the worst washday headaches. Ques- 
tions most oft en asked the institute were 
“How do | launder rayons?” and ““Why 
de some rayons melt’ When troned?” 
Here are the answers, based On institute 
testing and research. 

Originally all semisynthetic or par- 
tially man-niade fibres which had a 
cellulose base were called rayons. Actu-

built detergent avoids hard-water scum 
and, in hand washing, is easier to rinse 
away. 

Water temperature: Heavy white fabrics 
can be machine-washed in hot water 
(160 deg. F.). Colored and fine fabrics 
should have luke warm to warm water 
(100-120 deg. F.). Fine acetates or 
rayon sheers should be hand-washed in 
lukewarm water (100 deg. F.) or water 
just barely warm to the elbow. 

Machine wash: A short wash period, 
about five minutes, is all that is neces- 
sary. Where you have automatic rinse 
and spin dry, these periods should be 
shortened too. Do not put. either 
acetate or rayon through the wringer 
as they are much weaker when wet and 
can be seriously damaged by such 
strain. 

Hand washing: Squeeze suds gently 
through fabric. When the water be- 
comes dirty repeat with fresh water and 
suds. Hand-washed articles should be 
done frequently to look better longer. 
Always lift wet fabric in a bundle rather 
than by one corner to avoid strain. 


Rinsing 

Rinse two or three times in lukewarm 

water to remove all soap and avoid 
dulled colors and greyed whites. 

Blueing: You may use blueing on both 


rayon. and acetate but there ts fess 


tendency for them to discolor so it 
should not be necessary. 
Bleaching 
When necessary, small amounts of a 
packaged perborate bleach may be used, 
following instructions on the label. Avoid 
chlorine bleaches vhich may weak n 
fabric. Never use anything containing 
acetone, such as certain nail-polish re- 
movers, for removing stains from cel- 
lulose acetate as it will dissolve the 


fabric. 


Drving 

Sturdy rayons and acetates may be 
dried in an automatic dryer set at low 
heat. If they are to be ironed, remove 
while still damp rather than have to 
redampc n and perhaps water-spot. 

Fine rayons, acetates and glass cur- 
tains should be rolled in a towel to 
absorb moisture. Remove from towel 
and shake wrinkles out gently. Spread 
articles out flat and smooth. If they 
must be hung to dry, distribute weight 
evenly to avoid strain and sag, as with 
curtains. Never use stretchers on rayon 
or acetate glass curtains. Allow fabrics 
twenty-four hours to regain full strength

Many acetates require very littl 
ironing but when they do, remember 
acetate melts! Use lowest possible heat 
setting, press on wrong side, iron very 
gently and do not iron into gathers or 
around buttons where melting might 
occur with too much heat and pressure. 
Have fabric only slightly damp or use 
steam iron and iron to smooth and not 
dry. 

Sturdy rayons can be ironed much 
like cotton while sheer and fine rayons 
should be treated like acetate. When- 
ever in doubt, use gentle care and low 
heat. &

**Preemies’” need

BY ELIZABETH CHANT ROBERTSON, 


AS YOU KNOW normal babies grow 
and develop within the mother’s womb 
for nine months before they are born. 
Naturally babies that arrive too soon 
are smaller than they ought tobe and 
if they weigh less than five and a half 
pounds, they are classed as premature. 
Before birth a baby leads a very shel- 
tered existence: he is carefully cushioned 
from jolts, he obtains his food and 
oxygen without any effort whatever on 
his part, he is kept at an even, warm 
temperature and he is protected from 
most infections. As soon as he is born, 
he has to adapt himself to a much more 
variable and strenuous life. 

For the premature baby—or preemie 
as he is sometimes called—this transi- 
tion is far harder because independent 
life has been forced upon him too soon, 
The smaller he is, the less mature he 
usually is and the fewer are his chances 
of surv ival. But, with expert care, some 
remarkably small babies grow up into 
full-sized, normal adults. 

What are the special difficulties of 
prematures? For one thing, healthy 
children and adults can keep the tem- 
perature inside their bodies at a normal 
level. The premature can’t do this, 
partly because the nerve centres in his 
brain that act-as his thermostat are not 
sufliciently developed, partly because he 
lacks the layer of insulating fat under 
his skin that normal. babies have, anc 
partly for other reasons we won't go 
into. Consequently he needs to be kep 
in an incubator or special room in which 
a constant warm temperature can be
